tiary shortly before 6 o'clock this morn-

| His was the fifth life which the state 
| demanded for the conspiracy which re- 
| sulted in the murder of Herman Rosen- 
thal, the gambler, who was shot down in 
front of the Metropole hotel in New York 
on July 16, 1912. 

Becker had been convicted of hiring a 
| band of thugs to do away with Rosenthal 
to prevent the exposure of police graft in 
| New York's Tendérloin. 

The four gunmen who were convicted of 


Lefty Louls, “Whitey ” Lewis, and 
“Gyp the Blood —were executed on 
April 18, 1914. 


Every Legal Effort Exhausted.

Whitman Deaf to Wife’s Plea. 

A final appeal to Gov. Whitman—who 
as district attormey prosecuted Becker 
at both of his triale—to spare Becker's 
ute was made by Mrs. Becker last 
evening when she met the governor 
wt Poughkeepsie. When the governor 
told Mrs. Becker as gently as possible 
that he could not interfere the condemned 
man's last hope of escaping death wae 
dissolved. 

Prior to seeing Mrs. Becker the gov- 
ernor conferred for more than an hour 
with Becker's attorney, who appealed for 
@ reprieve in order that the case might be 
taken to the Court of Appeals and also 
asked the governor to permit former 
Justices Edgar M. Cullen and Charies An- 
drews to pass on the appeal for a commu- 
tation or reprieve as specially appointed 
commissioners. 

The executive declined both requests. 
When asked to grant a reprieve that new 
evidence might be submitted the governor 
said there was none. 

Finally Locate Gov. Whitman. 

The conference at Poughkeepsie was ar- 
ranged only after the telephone wires be- 
tween Albany and Camp Whitman, where 
the governor had gone to review the New 
York state militia, had been kept busy for 
several hours in an attempt to locate him. 

The governor left Albany about 10 
o'clock yesterday morning, and Mrs.

U. & INQUIRY DISHEARTENS. 
The investigation of the federal steam- 
boat inspection, conducted by Secretary 
Redfield, was the most disheartening fac- 
tor of all. All the protests to President 
Wilson were based on this hearing, 
which lasted througheut the day. Mem- 
bers of the state's attorney's office and 
aldermen after the sessions turned away 
to pronounce the questioning of wit- 
nesses at the Redfleld hearing, so far as 
it would go to decide Whois to blame?’

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Redfield Assistant Avers Nockels Shot 
Hof Air’ in Lake Boat Charges 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., July 29.—[Special.)— 
Publication of the prediction made more 
than a year ago by E. N. Nockels, secre- 
tary of the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
that disaster would overtake a Chicago 
excursion boat, even when “ lashed to the 
dock.“ elicited a heated answer from As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce Sweet to- 
day. 

While asserting that the department was 
investigating the steamboat inspection 
service when Nockels charged the federal 
employés with negligence and incompe- 
tence, Mr. Sweet says practically no at- 
tention was paid to the Chicago labor 
leader because he did not back up his 
charges. Mr. Sweet says that Nockels was 
either “indulging in hot alr or was 
criminally responsible for withholding in- 
formation concerning the Eastland. 

Mr. Sweet believes that Mr. Nockels was 
indulging in hot air” when he made the 
general charge that steamboat inspectors 
on the great lakes were taking orders from 
ship owners. 


Nockels Indulges in “Hot Air.“ 

“ So far as I am aware,“ Mr. Sweet said, 
“the department never had any response 
to our repeated requests for specific 
charges against any inspector. General 
charges against the service are of no value 
S ba «Rony 

“If Mr. Nockels knew of any case to 
justify his charges and failed to give them 
to the department when requested he ie 
guilty of a serious breach of good citi- 
zenship. If he had any information which 
led him to believe a catastrophe to the 
Eastland was likely and did not give it to 
us some share of the responsibility rests 
on him. 

* We not only were willing to investi- 
gate charges, but we courted them. Un- 
der no condition could the inspectors have 
been separated from. the service on the 
charges made by Mr. Nockels.

Lacked Specific Allegations. 

The department replied on June 27, 1914, 

in the following letter dictated by Bo- 
eitor Thurman: 

“The department is in receipt of your 
etter of June 22, 1014. In er refer- 
ence to the conditions alleged to exist on 
the great lakes so far as the inspection 
and certification of passenger steamers 
by the steamboat inspection service, this 
department is concerned, and in reply 
you are informed that it is true that no 
reply was made to the last communica- 
tion received from you, which was dated 
May 19, 1914, because in that communica- 
tion you simply reſterated the statements 
which you had made in your memoran- 
dum under date of May 6, 1014, and as 
you were informed in reply to your mem- 
orandum of May 5, 1914, that the in- 
stances which you gave did not prove the 
statement that the Inspector of the 
steamboat inspection service have taken 
their orders from ship owners, it was not 
considered necessaty to reply further to 
you in the premises. 

“In this connection it may be stated 
that the matter of the inspection and cer- 
tification of passenger steamers on the 
LE 
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great lakes has had and is still having 
the attention of this department, and as 
heretofore etated, if it be found that 
inspectors have erred the necessary ac- 
tion will be taken to correct euch errors. 

“It may also be stated that section 
4463, R. S., gives local inspectors the 
authority to specify the number and class 
of officers and crew necessary for the 
safe navigation of the ship, ac- 
tion of the local inspectors is subject to 
appeal, first to the supervising inspector 
of the district and then. to the supervis- 
ing inspector general. Section 4464, R. S., 
imposes upon local inspectors the author- 
ity and responsibility of specifying the 
number of passengers that a ship may 
safely carry, which responsibility can- 
not be avoided, and the department is of 
the opinion that this responsibility must 
remain with the local inspectors. 

“If the local inspectors err in their judg- 
ment as to the officers and crew that shall 
be carried or the number of passengers 
that a ship may safely carry, this condi- 
tien can only be corrected by amending 
the law taking the discretionary power 
from the local inapectors and fixing the 
legal complement of officers and crew 
and passengers for each vessel.“

Wreckers Ready to Place Two 
Giant Pontoons Below 
the Steamer. 


Only four more bodies of victims of the 
Eastland were yielded yesterday from 
the Chicagy river. All day a flotilla of 
motor boats dragged the muddy bottom. 
with little success as body discoverers. 

At night the mortality statistics stood;

Rapid progress was made in the work 
of raising the capsized excursion steam- 
er. Two hundred mechanics and helpers 
swarmed aboard the wreck. In the in- 
terior of the hull laborers with axes and 
divers were engaged in cutting out the 
partitions and other parts of the vessel 
that ificreased its weight. 

At the holes cut by rescuers through 
the plates of the hull, below the water 
line, carpenters and shipbuilders were en- 
gaged in making the openings water tight. 
From the salvage steamer Favorite, 
divers with pneumatic hammers fitted 
with cold chisels were clearing away the 
cables and obstructions of the upper 
works of the Eastland. . 

The Raising Process. 

Capt. Alexander Cummings of the Fa- 
vorite explained to THz TRIBUNE how he 
planned to right the overturned ship. 

“A giant pontoon, with a lifting power 
of 500 tons, will be sunk beneath the prow 
of the Eastland,” the skippersaid. “ An- 
other pontoon with the same lifting ca- 
pacity will be sunk beneath the stern. 

“The Favorite has a mechanical ar- 

rangement by which the craft can be de- 
pressed by 500 tons of water. That de- 
pression, with the boat’s total dieplace- 
ment, will give a Mfting power of 2,340 
tons. 
Each of the pontoons will be made fast 
to the Eastland. To the side of the wrecked 
excursion steamer, lying on the bottom 
of the river, cables will be made fast and 
attached to the Favorite. 

“When we begin pumping the 500 tons 
of water from the Favorite and the same 
amounts from each of the two submerged 
pontoons compressed air pumps will be 
started to work in the hull of the wreck. 
The pumps will force out every gallon of 
water. 

“The Favorite then will begin rising 
from its depressed position, forcing the 
pontoons and the Eastland upward. — 

„The moment the Eastland is lifted 
past the 45 degree angle, which is the 
point of equilibrium, the boat will right 
itself of its own accord.

Don HAITIAN RESPONSIBILITY. 


The preoccupation of the powers with their strug- 


‘ gle in Europe probably gives the United States a 


free hand im the serious Haitian crisis. We ought to 
use it, and with vigor. 


The breach of asylum is a grave offense, an intol-“ 
erable insolence which, the Haitians should be 


taught, and by us, camnot be allowed to pass with- 
wut due punishment. France may not be disposed 
in her present situation to act. We ought to act 
for her and civilization. 

If we do not, we may be sure the Monroe doctrine 
and our hegemony in the Caribbean will be com- 
promised by our neglect to fulfill our responsibili- 
ties. Haiti would be an extremely valuable base for 
France or Germany, and no more respectable excuse 
for laying hold of it could be desired than the viola- 
tion of an embassy, with perhaps the wounding or 
death of a foreign representative. If revolutionists 
are encouraged by our complacency in Mexico to 
believe they may run riot through any or all the 
Caribbean republics, sooner or later, and not much 
later we shall find a European squadron in that part 
of the world, to remain there until we are ready and 
able to expel it. 

It may be irksome to play the role of policeman, 
but we would better make up our mind to play it 
well rather than as we are now playing it, half- 
heartedly and spasmodically. When the European 
war is over there will be in all probability an inten- 
sification of colonial ambitions and a complication of 
relations in which events like the Haitian violence 
may entangle us even to the extremity of war. 
There will be a heavy account to meet in Mexico 
and perhaps elsewhere, and we shall not be able then 
to play the comfortable passive role we have chosen. 

If wé are wise we shall get a better control over 
events in Central America and the Caribbean than 
we have now, and get it while we are comparatively 
free from interference.

A LATENT NATIONAL PERIL. _ 
Secretary of State Lansing is reported to have 


telegraphed to the attorney general of Arizona to 


extend the reprieves of five Mexicans under condem- 
nation in the latter state. Secretary Lansing made 
his request in view of the political situation in 
Mexico.) 7 

He got the following reply for his pains: 

“The United States has no right to interfere.” 

No doubt. That is why. Secretary Lansing re- 
quested instead of commanding. That is also why 
all the United States may some day pay the price of 
war for the blind selfishness or passion of a com- 
munity. =. 

In the case of the Mexicans no fatal result is to be 
feared from the powerlessness of the national govern- 
ment. But evidently Secretary Lansing thought the 
interests involved were of some importance or he 
would not have chanced the affront he got. And if 
the United, States has no right to interfere ” in this 
case it has no right to interfere when our relations 
with powers of the first rank are at the breaking 
point. a 

It is one of the most dangerous defects of our fed- 
eral system that the central government, represent- 
ing all the nation, cannot protect all the nation in 
ite international relations. The ideal of state sover- 
eignty should not be permitted to be the Achilles 
heel of the republic. | ? 

The national government through the extension 
of treaty guaranties over aliens within our borders 

and through action of the federal courts, which 
should be fully empowered to act in all cases involv- 
ing the rights of aliens, should be able to exercise 
complete control over this source of international 
complication. Until such control is established we 


are at the mercy of any community which under the 


influence of passion or panic ignores the rights and 


interests of the whole nation. 


THE FIGHT FOR DEFENSE. 

The New York World reports from Washington 
that the Democrats of the house have selected 
“Representative Hay for his former position as 
chairman of the committee on military affairs. 

If this represents deliberate Democratic policy on 
defense Secretary Garrison and the army ‘experts 
have their work cut out for them to get anything 
intelligent done at the coming session, and the 
chances are considerable that nothing comprehen- 
sively and substantially beneficial in the way of 
legislation will be accomplished until the 
Democrats lose control of the house. 

Hay does not represent utopian pacifism, but 
merely stupid and incompetent army policy. He 
does not say all military defense is a waste and 
delusion. He is simply, as we have pointed out on 
several occasions, for an incompetent system. In 
‘a recent interview in the World he talks the usual 
fant about military expenditures and economy, but 
his ideas represent the worst kind of waste—our 
present heavy expenditure without the creation of 
an effective defense. Hay's opposition to proper 
military expenditure may be tested by his absence 
of record on the real economies in public expendi- 
ture. He was not and he will not be found among 
the opponents of pork barrel appropriations, and it 
must be admitted to the discredit of congress that 
this u a factor of his strength in the house. Men 
‘who defend wasteful appropriations on rivers aad 
public buildings do not favor more expenditure on 
the army and navy for the plain reason that they 
tear pressure for economy in their field. The 
World’s correspondent predicts a lineup of the 
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peace-at-any-price or extremist pacifists with the’ 
pork barrel defenders in opposition to army and 
navy legislation. . , 

To what extent the president is disposed or able 
to combat this formidable alliance, on behalf of 
radical and comprehensive changes and enlarge- 
ments of our army and navy establishments, cannot 


be guessed at this time. But there is no doubt 


that men in and out of congress who are capable 
of placfng national need above party or personal 
interest have before them at this time the urgent 
duty of fighting this obstruction to defense legisla- 
tion and of supporting a comprehensive program of 
constructive defense legislation on lines approved 
by the army and navy war colleges. 


FEDERAL SUPERVISION AND LAKE 
SAFETY. 

We may do Secretary Redfield of the depart- 
ment of commerce an injustice, but he seems will- 
lag to pass the Eastland disaster off as an act of 
God. His disposition is one of resignation. The 
best of all possible laws were administered by the

the scrupulosity of the one and the attentiveness 
of the other a boat loaded with trusting people 
rolled over at ite dock, and we are to stand amazed 
by the processes of the miraculous. 

When Mr. Redfield is touched a bit sharply upon 
the possible errancy of an opinion that man pro- 
poses and God disposes he reveals the testiness of 
a bureaucrat. The theory that human error had 
nothing to do with the Eastland will not prevail 
la this city. 

This was a wholly and exclusively man made 
catastrophe. It was man made somewhere be- 
tween the original drawing of plans for the ship 
and the handling of it at the precise moment when 
it rolled over. It was wholly avoidable, and Mr. 
Redfield and his department are asked to find out 
why it was not avoided, and Mr. Redfield and his 
department are asked to prevent another man made 
catastrophe from happening. 

Mr. Redfield is. of the opinion that the law is 
sufficient and that the administration of it is be- 
yond reproach, The answer to him is the Hast- 
land. The ways of bureaucracy may be sufficient 
to the bureancrat, but the inerrancy of officialdom 
will find little belief in this city at this time. 

We do not care how many passengers have salled 
in safety under the laws of the United States and 
the administration thereof. We know that the 
Pere Marquette sank like a chunk of lead when 
only her crew were on board, and we know that 
the Eastland rolled over in the river. 

Mr. Redfield’s defense of bureaucratic methods 
makes no reply at all to these accidents. He says 
that the structure of a boat is something left to the 
wisdom of the designer. We say that Chicago has 
been burying victims of this wisdom all this week. 

If the federal government cannot protect citizens 
from the mistakes of designers and the errors of 
owners and operators we can say for this faulty 
city that if the power to regulate be reposed in 
Chicago officials there will not be an unsafe ship 
sailing from a Chicago port in one month from date. 

If the federal government cannot under its laws 
give adequate protection we know that the city of 
Chicago can if it be given the power. We have 
no high ideas of the excellence of administration in 
this city, now or at any time in the past, but we 
do know that it is able to make lake travel safe. 

What the city can do the central government can 
do better. Mr. Redfield seems to have the idea 
that the accident happened despite every precan- 
tion. It happened because something is altogether 
wrong in the system of regulation, and it will hap- 
pen again if that system continues as it is. 


THE RUSSIAN AGREEMENT. 

There is every reason for urging the state depart- 

ment to hasten the completion of the trading agree- 
ment looking to the lifting of the Russian export 
embargo on shipments to the United States. Ger- 
many cornered the very lucrative position of retailer 
of Russian goods to the United States early in her 
industrial growth, and besides raking in a good, 
healthy commission furnished a means of payment 
and stimulant for the German exports that were 
being sent into Russia. If the United States hopes 
to build up a direct trade with Russia it must be 
upon the same basis. 
The present Russian embargo is no expression of 
ili feeling against the United States or in any way 
connected with the treaty differences, which have 
been exaggerated. But the efforts now being made 
by the Russian government to effect a compromise 
with the state department to guarantee against re- 
export of their goods are distinct evidences of the 
Russian desire to improve their commercial and 
political credit in the United States. Many of the 
European countries laid on embargoes at the out- 
break of the war in answer to the obvious necessity 
of conserving their resources and also for the pur- 
pose of hemming in the foreign trade of Germany all 
the more effectively. With the reopening of free 
trade relations between Russia and the United 
States a direct importation of fertilizer, sugar beet 
seed, hides, skins, and mineral oils will be practicable 
for the first time. The fact that there have been no 
extensive trading relations is by no means a safe 
guide for the future. German thrift and efficiency 
have stood between the two countries more than any- 
thing else. But the war and the ill feeling that will 
handicap the German trader after the peace is signed 
ean readily be taken advantage of by the American 
merchant. ; 

Business men, as well as the state department, 
should take every opportunity to improve the present 
cordial relations and the establishment of permanent 
and direct trade routes between the two countries.

C. P. writes:: Will you kindly 
tell me what you would recom- 
mend as a preventive for the 
@ chigger, « little red bug which 
- is known in the south? It enters 
a pore of the skin when it comes 
im contact with the body and creates in- 
‘flammation. Will you also tell me what 
you would recommend as a cure?“

This little red bug is rather widely scat - 
tered over the United States. It carries 


Ino disease and is not of great importance. 


However, it is a nuisance. The bites are 
irritating enough to cause slight fever 
and marked discomfort in children. The 
temptation to scratch the bites is almost 
irresistible, and the scratch wounds 
sometimes become infected with pus 
germs. 

There are not many red bugs before 
July, but, having come, they are trouble- 
pome until November. 


— 

Chittenden of the federal bureau of en- 
tomology recommends moderately strong 
ammonia water as the best cure, when the 
bite first begins to get sore. A saturated 
sclution of soda water is good, but not so 
good as ammonia water. The old house- 
hold remedy, salted butter, is excellent, 
if used before the bugs have burrowed 
very deep. 2 

A better remedy still ie one recently 
proposed by a physician in Minnesota. 
The red buge are lifted out of their skin 
bed with the point of a needle, Women 


nifying glass required. Then the point 
of bite is touched with a toothpick dipped 
in tincture of iodine and alcohol, equal 
parts. 

The mites can be removed with a needle 
point at any time within twenty-four 
hours after the bite appears. The prac- 
tice of removing the mite with a needle 
point is old. The addition consists in ap- 
plying the iodine. Iodine and alcohol 
can be applied with advantage, even when 
the mite has not been found removable,

If mothers will adopt the custom of 
bathing their children in strong soap suds 
or salt solution within three hours after 
they have been in chigger infested places 
they will have little trouble. If, after the 
bath, they will spend a few minutes each 
day going over the skin, especially that 
of the legs, arms, and neck, looking for 
red bugs, they will have no trouble. 

If napthalene be sifted into the under- 
clothes, including the socks, chigger bites 
will be infrequent. Sulphur used in the 
same way is almost as effective. Laundry 
soap dried on the skin is moderately 
effective. 

If a field is very badly infested, it is 
believed that sheep will clear it of mites. 
To clear up the grounds of people who can 
afford the cost Chittenden recommends

PLAY GoopD MEDICINS. 

J. writes: Chi is doing laudabte 
work in spending millions of dollars pro- 
viding small parks and playgrounds fer 
the children of the congested districts, 
but nothing of that kind ie being done for 
those occupying apartments of the higher 
grade in other sections. A it is the nature 
of children to run, play, and shout in or 
der to develop muscles and lungs, it is 
evident that the deprivation of such op- 
portunities is a matter of serious mo- 
ment, likely to have a disastrous effect on 
future generations, While pondering on 
this subject, it ooourred to me that the 
cement walks of the residential districts 
were really ready made playgrounds, 
which the parents are thoushtlessly neg- 
lecting. The only difference is that in the 
public grounds the children use swings 
and similar appliances, while in the other 
all that is needed is to supply their chil- 
dren with the vehicles adapted for youth- 
ful propulsion. If all parents made this 
their rule the amusements would be gre- 
gariously enjoyed. I tried this plan by 
providing each of my three children with 
a car which enables them to pedal them- 
selves noiselessly along for hours every 
day. This exercise in the open air has 
been very beneficial to their health, and 
at the same time has saved me the cost in 
cutting off doctor's and druggist’s bills. 
I believe that many delinquent children 
are created by the absence of physical 
vents for their excess of animal spirits.“

OBERT SHIRLEY, Viscount Tam- 
worth, who has just attained his 
majority and who is the eldest son 
and heir of the eleventh Earl Fer- 
rers, can boast of the same descent 

as the first president of the United States. 
For the first Earl Ferrers of the present 
line married Elizabeth, only child and 
heiress of Lawrence Washington. The 
latter’s elder brother, Robert Washing- 
ton, was lord of the manor of Sulgrave, 
an ancestor of George Washington in the 
direct male line. 

Nor are these the only American asso- 
ciations of young Lord Tamworth and 
of his father. For a namesake of the 
latter was Walter Shirley, who was the 
colonial governor of Massachusetts and 
commander-in-chief of the British forces 
in America at the beginning of those 
troubles between the colonies and the 
mother country which culminated in the 
war of independence. The town of Shir- 
ley, near Groton, in Massachusetts, is 
named after him. 

The Ferrers peerage came into the Shir- 
ley family along with the Chartley Park 
estate, through the marriage of Sir Henry 
Shirley to Lady Dorothy Devereux. 
daughter of Queen Elizabeth's favorite, 
the Earl of Essex, who was also Lord 
Ferrers. On the Earl of Essex's death 
his barony of Ferrers fell into abeyance, 
whence it was called by Charles II. in 
favor of Sir Robert Shirley, grandson of 
Lady Dorothy Devereux. Subsequently 
Charles II. advanced him to the dignity 
of Viscount Tamworth and Earl Ferrers. 


—~o- 

The Chartley Park property, along with 
its historic herd of white cattle, has 
passed out of the possession of the Earls 
Ferrers, being now owned by Col. Walter 
Congreve, who won his Victoria cross 
while endeavoring to save the guns at 
Colenso, in the Boer war. Curiously 
enough, Staunton Herold, the stately 
country seat of the present Lord Ferrers, 
in Leicestershire, came into the Shirley 
family as far back as in the reign of 
Henry VIII., through the marriage of 
Lord Ferrers’ ancestor, Sir Francis Shir- 
ley, to the widow and heiress of Sir John 
Congreve, a forbear of the present owner 
of Chartley. The mansion itself, at 
| Staunton Harold, dates from the early 
part of the Elizabethan era, and is of 
half-timbered red brick construction. In 
a sheltered nook of the park is the mauso- 
leum of the Shirleys, which contains 
among other remains those of the fourth 
earl, who was hanged at Tyburn. 

It is unnecessary to recapitulate here 
a description of the offenses for which 
the fourth Earl Ferrers was tried for his 
life by his peers in the house of lords in 
1760, and sentenced to death, the crimes 
including the murder of his aged land 
steward ina fit of fury, such as that which 
would be described in America nowadays 
as a brainstorm. The earl was driven 
to the gallows at Tyburn, where the 
marble arch now stands in London, in his 
‘state coach and six, all gilded and gar- 
landed, that was otherwise used at court 
functions and coronations and for the 
opening Of parliament. Asa specia! privi- 
lege, on account of his being a peer, he 
was hanged with a silken instead of with 
a hempen rope. 


— 

It was at his executſon that the drop 
was used for the first time in England, in 
the place of the old system of the cart 
and ladder. The drop, it is reported, did 
not work very well. It is on record that 
“the earl’s toes touched the ground and 
that he suffered a little, having time to 
raise the cap, but the executioner pulled 
it down again over his face, and then 
pulled his legs, so that he was soon out 
of pain and quite dead in four minutes

hour he was buried in Old St. Pancras 
churchyard, whence twenty years later 
his remains were disinterred and con- 
veyed to the family mausoleum of the 
Shirleys, at Staunton Harold. 

Among the witnesses against him dur- 
ing his trial was his wife, a member of the 
Meredith family, and who testified during 
the trial how on one occasion he had at- 
tempted to murder her. He then and there 
publicly cursed her, predicting that her 
death would be more painful than his 
own-—-namely, by fire. Some time after 
his death she married Lord Frederick 
Campbell, lord clerk registrar of Scot- 
land, and brother of the fourth Duke of 
Argyll. She survived for nearly half a 
century. But she was always haunted 
by the terrible curse of her first hus- 
band, and her fears increased with age. 
So much so, that she caused a suite of 
fireproof rooms to be specially prepared 
for her, at considerable expense, at her 
house at Coomb park, her place near 
Sevenoaks, in Kent. 


— 

Despite these precautions she was 
burned to death in her bed in 1807. For, 
having fallen asleep while reading, the 
flimsy hangings of her bed caught fire 
from the lamp standing by her bedside, 
and she was so entirely consumed by the 
flames that only one of her thumbs was 
found. Her ghost is asserted to still haunt 
the house and grounds at Coomb park, 
where it meanders about, shaking its 
thumbless hand and looking for the lost 
thumb, which was entombed all by itself, 
as her sole existing remains, in the fam- 
ily mausoleum of the Shirleys, at Staun- 
ton Harold. 

Today the fortunes of the Earls of Fer- 
rers are no longeridentified with the cele- 
brated herd of wild white cattle which 
was one of the features of the Chartley 
Park estate. For the late earl, when 
overtaken by financial troubles near a 
quarter of a century ago, was forced to 
sell not only Chartley hall to the Con- 
greves, but also the historic herd of cat- 
tle of the place, which was purchased 
by the Duke of Bedford and transferred 
to his Woburn Abbey estate. 


— 

A few years ago the only remaining bul! 
of the herd died, and the head of the 
grand looking old beast occupies an hon- 
ored place in the great national Museum 
of Natural History at South Kensington. 
When the bull began to fail, the Duke 
of Bedford was moved by the sense of the 
fitness of things to send back the animal 
to Chartley to die, in that park where he 
had been calved and where his ancestors 
had roamed for so many centuries. 

Of the origin of the Chartley herd, which 
was always of cream color, with black 
ears and muzzle, nothing very definite is 
known, excepting that they were driven 
into Chartley park from the neighboring 
royal forest of Needwood during the 
reign of Henry III., and contemporary 
records dealing with the enforced sojourn 
of Mary Queen of Scots at Chartley hall, 
which is in Staffordshire, refer to the wild 
cattle in the park as being ot very an- 
cient descent.”’ 


= 

Throughout Staffordshire it was a mat- 
ter of tradition that whenever the hue 
of the herd was sullied by the introduction 
of black or colored kine, or whenever any 
cows of the herd gave birth to calves that 
were black or colored, misfortune would 
overtake the house of Shirley. The first 
instance of the kind is reported to have 
taken place in 1822, when the birth of a 
black calf was followed by the ruin ot the 
owner of Chartley hall of the day. The 
consignment of the fourth Earl of Ferrers 
to the gallows, as above described, was 
likewise preceded by the birth of a black 
calf to the herd of white cattle,

DEFINING PUBLIC WATERS IN 
ILLINOIS. 

Chicago, July 27.—[To the Friend of the 
People. There are undoubtedly anumber 
of riparian owners who are attempting to 
exercise complete control over numerous 
lakes and streams in this state, and I 
think it would be highly desirable to call 
the publics attention to its rights. 

INTERESTED, 


In Illinots the law defines public waters as 
all public streams and lakes capable of being 
navigated by water craft for commercial use 
and purposes, together with all bayous, 
sloughs, backwaters, and submerged lands 
that are open to the main channel or body 
of water and directly accessible in their 
natural state by such water craft.“ The 
title of the riparian owner on streams 
may extend to the center of the stream, 
but the owner has no right to inter- 
tere with navigation or fishing if it is a public 
stream as above defined, and in no case has 
the land owner the right to place obstructions 
in a stream, navigable or nonnavigable, so that 
flood waters may back up. In the case of 
lakes which are navigable or which are mean- 
dered (I. e., which are marked by United States 
government survey lines) Attorney General 
Lucey says: Their rights extend only to the 
meander line. The lake belongs to the state 
and shore owners cannot erect structures along 
the lake without the consent of the state.“

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Chronological History 
of Lieut. Becker Case 


HE murder for which Lieut, Charles 
Becker must answer was the cul- 
mination of a gamblers’ feud. 
Herman Rosenthal, shortly before 
2 O clock on the morning of July 16, 
1912, was shot down in front of the Hotel 
Metropole, at Forty-third street, near 
Broadway. 


On July 11 Rosenthal publicly accused 
Lieut. Becker of graft, and on the 15th 
he promised Gov. Whitman, who was 
prosecuting attorney, that on the fol- 
lowing day he would present full evidence 
and proof of his charges. 

But he never lived to tell all that he 
knew. The following morning he we 
dead from five bullets fired from the re- 
volvers of four men. The murderere ran 
to a gray automobile standing on the 
other side of the stret and escaped. 
Then the police and prosecuting attor- 
ney got busy. The actual murderers were 
captured and paid the penalty in the elec- 
trie chair which awaits Becker.

“It was just three years ago today that 
I was arrested, and three years ago to- 
night that I was indicted,’’ Becker re- 
marked to them last night with a grave 
smile. 

Twenty-seven witnesses—prison offi- 
cials, physicians, priests and newspaper 
men—were present at the execution. 

Thomas Mott Osborne, warden of Sing 
Sing, left the prison late yesterday. The 
warden is opposed to capital punishment 
and never has been at the prison during 
an execution. Deputy Warden Johnson 
had charge of all arrangements in the 
death house. 


Statement Made by Plitt. 

New York, July 29.—Gov. Whitman's 
denial of the story told by Charies B. 
Plitt—often described as Becker's former 
press agent—referred to a statement 
made here today by Pitt, who said: 

Gov. Whitman, while district attorney 
of New York county, summoned me to 
his office a short time before the second 
Becker trial and in the presence of others, 
whose names I cannot now make public, 
Mr. Whitman said tome: ‘I want youto 
help convict Becker in this coming trial. 
Your appearance on the stend as his for- 
mer press agent will make a big differ- 
ence in the outcome“ 
Plitt's statement continued: 
I am not sure of Mr. Whitman's exact 
words, but he said in effect: ‘Just as 
soon as I am elected governor I will see 
that he ls pardoned.’ Three weeks ago I 
went to Albany and reminded the goy- 
ernor of what he had said to me on that 
occasion.

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dustry for munitions work has only just 
begun and the army must be kept in 
being until supplied with the means for 
throwing all its heroism into one big ad- 
vance. 

“The Russiane must try a fresh ma- 
neuver. They must again retire. They 
must foil the enemy's plan ef cutting 
them off. The way to do this is to evac- 
uate that Polish front which they have 
held for a year. It is a hard sacrifice to 
make, but at this stage of the war there 
is no choice. The Polish theater projects 
right out into the enemy’s country. To 
defend it to the utmost would be to fall 
into the German trap, to expose the Rus- 
sian army to destruction and to bring 
the war, as far as the eastern front is 
concerned, to a sudden and inglorious 
end.” 

Kaiser Prepares for Entry. 

The capture of Warsaw naturally 
would be made the occasion for great cele- 
brations in Germany, and it is reported 
that Emperor William has arranged to 
make a state entry into the city, accom- 
panied by the empress. 
The empress has been on a visit to Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg’s headquarters 
at Allenstein, East Prussia, and left there 
yesterday with the Crown Princéss Ce- 
celie for Neidenburg, which is across the 
Polish border. 


Russian Official Statement. 

PETROGRAD, July . The official 
statement on the progress of the war is- 
sued by general headquarterstoday read 
as follows. 5 

The Narew front is without change. 
The enemy suffered enormously from ar- 
tillery fire in an attempt to fortify the 
left bank of the river and the district of 
Skwa. In the direction of Serock-Pultusk 
there was fighting on both banks of the 
Narew. 

“On the left bank of the Vistula we 
repulsed the enemy's advanced guards 
in the direction of Gora Kalwarye and 
Grojec. 

Between the Bug and the Wieprs the 
enemy suffered enormous losses. On 
Wednesday the enemy attacked in the 
Maidane-Ostrovsky region and east of the 
Voislavitze-Koviakavitse region. On the 
Bug above Sokal we repulsed two Aus- 
trian attacks. 

“Near Kamionka about six Austrian 
regiments croseed the Bug and captured 
part of our trenches, but on Wednesday 
we compelled the enemy’s forces to re- 
ereat in disorder beyond the river; we 
captured during twenty-four hours 1,500 
prisoners.

New York, July 29.—Pheenix Ingraham, 
who was appointed referee to pase on 
the first accounting by the trustee and 
executors under the will of Joseph Pulit- 
zer, and to determine questions which 
were in dispute, filed his report today. 

One of the disputed points was the con- 
tention by Mrs. Kate Davis Pulitzer, the 
widow, that a stock dividend of 600 shares 
of General Electric company stock should 
be regarded as income and turned over 
to her instead of being added to the prin- 
cipal. 

The referee decided that 406 of the 600 
shares le principal which should be added 
to the trust fund, while the remainder 
is income. The stock is held at a valua- 
tion of $163 a share. 

The accounting shows that the prin- 
cipal account originally consisted of 
stocks and bonds appraised at $14,862,804, 
which has been increased to $15,940,504.

Chance of U. S. Gaining 
Demands on Kaiser.

BERLIN, July 29.—Dr. Theobold von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, German imperial 
chancellor, and James W. Gerard, Amer- 
ican ambassador to Berlin, today con- 
ferred for an hour and a quarter regard- 


ing the relations between their respective 


nations. 

Ambassador Gerard was called to the 
conference immediately upon the return 
of the chancellor from the front, wnere 
he discussed President Wilson's latest 
note with the kaiser. 

‘The problems confronting the two na- 
tions were generally and exhaustively dis- 
cussed at today's conference, but as far 
as can be ascertained the parley is not 
likely to lead to tangible results nor to 
any formal change in Germany's man- 
ner of conducting its submarine cam- 
paign. 

Situation Called Serious. 


In fact, one gathers the overwhelming 
impression that the Lusitania disaster 
is a closed incident so far as Germany iv 
concerned; that the interchange of notes 
has terminated, and that Germany will 
let its submarines speak the last word. 

The situation growing out of the differ- 
ences between the two nations is re- 
garded here as extremely serious. Amer- 
scans in Berlin who are in touch with the 
American embassy know that the feeling 
there has become extremely grave.

Ambassador Gerard has cabled the state 
department requesting hereafter that he 
be notified by cable of the departure of 
American steamers on a course that would 


carry them through the war zone. 


At the present time the American en- 
voy receives notification of such sailings 
by mail. Because of the infrequency of 
mail communication with the United 
States the suggestion was made that pos- 
sibly a mail notice of the Leelanaw's 
voyage had not-reached Gerard and that 
the German submarine commander was, 
therefore, not apprised of its identity, its 
cargo, nor {ts mission, and that this lack 
of information may have been the cause 
of the torpedoing of the ship. 

If Gerard received cable notification of 
the sailings of American ships he could 
telegraph it at once to Wilhelmshaven. 
where the information could be given 
German submarine commanéers. 


ASKS PAY FOR LEELANAW. 

Washington, D. C., July 23.—The Wach- 
ington government expects Germany to 
pay for the American steamer Leelanaw, 
sunk by a German submarine off tne Ork- 
ney islands last Sunday, and the state 
department tranemitted instructions to 
Ambassador Gerard today for proper 
presentation of a claim. No amount is 
stated in the application for indemnity, 
as the department has not yet received 
the necessary data from the ship’s own- 
ers. The claim, however, will be filed 
immediately. 

Officials here say the case is exactly 
similar to that of the American ship 
William P. Frye sunk in the south Aflan- 
tic by the German auxiliary cruiser Prinz 
Hitel Friedrich last February. ) | 

The claim for indemnity in both cases 
rests upon the treaty of 1828 with Prussia, 
which the state department contends 
specifically prohibits destruction of ships 
under such circumstances. 

As the German government has de- 
clined to settle diplomatically for the 
Frye, it is presumed the Leelanaw case 
also will go to a prize court, though the 
United States already has given notice 
that it would pay no attention to the de- 
cision of any such tribunal in the Frye 

Want Release of U. 8. Goods. 

_ Unofficial but vigorous efforts by the 
state department to secure for American 
importers the release of vast consign- 
ments of German, Austrian, and other 
goods held up in neutral European ports 
by the British order in council are be- 
Heved by officials here to have influenced 
Great Britain to formulate the suppie- 
mental note expected next week. 

The pressure of American demands for 
detained shipment has been great. The 
delay of g s valued at $167,000,000 now 
held in Rotterdam, Holland, has been the 
principal case discussed. These ship- 
ments include German and Belgian prod- 
ucts.

MAKES BELGIAN 
REPORTS PUBLIC 
Alleged Letters of Minis- 


ters Show British Plan 
to Isolate Germany. 


BERLIN, July 29.—The Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung began the publication: 
this morning of a series of documents 
purporting to be secret Belgian diplomat- 
ic reports found in Brussels by the Ger- 
mans and describing International politi- 
cal events from the time of the Moroc- 
can crisis until the beginning of the pres- 
ent conflict. The purpose of their publi- 
cation is to prove that Germany main- 
tained a peaceful attitude throughout 
this period. 

The papers published this morning in- 
clude alleged reports made to Baron De 
Favereau, former Belgian foreign minis- 
ter, by Count De Lalaing, former Belgian 
minister to Great Britain; Baron Greindl. 
minister to Berlin; Baron Leghait at 
Paris, and Count Dureel, chargé d’af- 
faires at Berlin. 


Triple Entente Shows Hostility. 

These reports date from 1905 and deal 
with European politics, especially the 
attitude of the triple entente towards 
Germany. A 

Count Lalaing and Baron Greind! are 
quoted as having reported in February, 
1905, that British hostility to Germany 
wes caused by jealousy at the latter na- 
tion’s commercial and naval growth.

His first re- 
port, however, suggested that a regiment 
of marines be sent to Port au Prince to 
enable him to police the entire city. 
Admiral Caperton's force was increased 
today by the arrival of 100 marines from 
Guantanamo on the collier Jason. In all 
he has available between 400 and 500 
marines and bluejackets for shore duty, 
backed up by the guns of the cruiser. No 
arrangements had been made tonight to 
send him additional marines. 


Force at Cape Haytien. 
The French cruiser Descartes reached 
Port au Prince from Cape Haitien to- 
day. A small force from the United 
States survey yacht Eagle was landed 
at the latter place to guard the French 
consulate, which has opened its doors to 
refugees from Port au Prince. 
Officials said no new instructions had 
been forwarded to Admiral Caperton and 
no representations had been made by the 
French government regarding the viola- 
tion of the French legation at Port au 
Prince. 
Several weeks ago French marines 
were landed at Cape Haitien from. the 
Descartes to protect foreigners during an 
outbreak there. Upon the arrival of Ad- 
miral Caperton the French marines were 
withdrawn and the task of safeguarding 
life and property of foreigners was 
turned over to the United States. 


Forces to Co-operate. 

The American and French commanders 
are expected to codiperate in arrange- 
ments for protecting foreigners at Port 
au Prince. 

No advices have reached here regarding 
the status of the government in Haiti 
since the assassination of President Guil- 
ljaume. It is assumed that the rebels are 
in control.

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Triple System Used in France 
to Supply Munitions of War

PARIS, July 10.—Judging from the 
many interviews which are being held 
between the French and English min- 
isters of munitions, Lloyd-George is get- 
ting a page for his book from the already 
splendidly organized system of the 
French. M. Albert Thomas, the under 
secretary of state for munitions, has al 
ready gotten wonderful results from his 
triple system, as he calls it. 

There are the three branches, techni- 
cal, commercial, and industrial. The 
tirst is, for the main part, composed of 


from the front, who have had experi- 
ence and know the conditions and what 
is wanted. 

These men examine new ideas and de- 
vices and try and make practical the 
needs of the front. 

The second branch has to do with manu- 
facturers and state. It occupies the place 
of intermediary between manufacturers 
who have machinery suitable for the fab- 
rication of ammunition and the depart- 
ment of war anxious to place contracts, 
if these factories can be taught how to 
make munitions with their old machines. 
The third branch concerns the working- 
man, who is under as strict military dis- 
cipline as his brother in arms. This 
handles all questions of labor and the 
transference of men to different factories 
and the fair division of master mechanics 
in the various factories. 


Soldiers Get Short Holiday. 
A good many men who had gone to 


have been recalled since M. Thomas took 
over the charge of munitions, and the 
happily protected embusqués " who had 
a position in their uncle's or cousin's fac- 
tory have been headed toward the lines. 
There is a much greater influx of sol- 
diers into Paris this last week than there 
bas been since the beginning of the war. 
It is the commencement of the series of 
permissions, which will ultimately re- 
lease, at stated intervals, all the men at 
the front. 

There are many, many men who have 
been fighting ever since the beginning— 
some of those with superhuman luck— 
who have seen regiment after regiment 
made up of the remnants. 

One man I know is the only officer who 
has not been wounded or killed of four 
regiments which have been made up of 
his original one, which went out the 
zd of August. His first permission came 
the last week in May, and he was back 
in Paris for four days. And he is an 
officer, too, for whom the situation is 
necessarily a little easier than for the 
ordinary soldier. 


Breakdown of a Soldier. 
The other night I was going down tothe 
coumtry for over Sunday with the wife of 
a French officer. When wecameto Esbly, 
it was necessary to find a carriage to drive 
the remaining eight miles, and a soldier 
came up to my friend and asked if she 
knew how he could get to Crécy. 
She told him to come in the carriage 
with us, as we went to within two miles 
of Crécy, and then as she noticed how 
strangely he acted she said to me: 

“I'm afraid that man is drunk. I 
shouldn't have asked him to come with 
us.” 

The man sat with his head tn his hands, 
and when he stood up he couldn't stand 


the post. He groaned from time to time, 
and Mme. B. asked him what was the 
matter. 

“I feel so badly, he said. 
simply decollé—gone to pieces. 

Haven't you been drinking? asked 
my friend. 

O, no, madame, none at all.“

My friend, who is a nurse in a Paris

hospital, felt his head, which was cool, 
but his pulse was jumping wildly. 

“Most evidently complete mental 
breakdown,“ she said to me. 

And the man commenced telling us that 
he had been home to the Midi for the first 
time since the war—his adorée, as he 
called her, the tears coursing down his 
cheeks and running into his matted beard, 
had died in December and had left four 
children, and this was the first time he 
had seen .tthem—they were being cared 
for by the state. 

And I used to have a little business 
which would have been sufficient for us 
all if it hadn't been for the war. And aow 
my children are paupers. It is too much. 
I wish I hadn't gone. It was too terrible 
to leave them and come away again. I 
shall tell all my comrades not to go. One 
wants to kill oneself rather than come 
back. 

J assure you I have thought of it often. 
It is sure that I shall be killed before the 
war is over, so why have this awful 
agony for months and months more? Im 
decollé—decollé,” and his head sunk fur- 
ther on his breast and he wept slowly, 
weakly, unrestrainedly. 


Pathetic View of Officer. 

Another man—an officer—whom we had 
all known, came home on his first leave 
and went to Orleans to see his family and 
his fiancée. When he came back here he 
was morose and sad. He wouldn't talk, 
and when one asked him whet was the 
matter, he, too, used the same word, 
„ Decollé.”” It means, literally, unglued, 
falling to pleces. 

When he got back to his friends in Cha- 
lons, where they come for their four days 
back from the trenches, he kept telling 
them not to go home, that it was only 
worse than ever coming back. 

And then in the morning before leav- 
ing for the trenches he killed himself—a 
bullet through the temples. Now we 
all-of us knew this man; a braver soldier 
there was not; a kinder, more thoughtful 
gentleman; a saner, more evenly 
business man. But trench life for Veven 
months had completely unhinged him 
and he didn't realize it until after the re- 
turn home and the inevitable compari- 
sons.

Washington, D. C., July 28.—{Spectal. 
—As a result of investiga by the 
United States government, state de- 
partment has instructed Ambassador de- 
rard at Berlin to bring to the attention of 
the German government evidence ind 
cating that agents of the German gov- 
ernment government have been engaged 
in forging American passports and fur 
nishing them to German spies. 
Evidence collected by the state de 
partment's representatives through vari- 
ous channels tends to establish the fact 
concerning which complaint is made. One 
of the forged passports was found on «a 
German spy. The state department also 
has extensive data, compiled from the 
statements of self-confessed German 
spies, arrested in England. More than 
one case is involved. 
It e understood that the American rep- 
resentations are friendly in character 
and do not charge that the German gov- 
ernment ts held responsible for the for- 
geries. It is expected the complaints will 
cali forth from the German government a 
disavowal and an assurance that Berlin 
will prevent in the future any of its agents 
from committing such offenses. 


Berlin Aware of Forgeries. 


that competent authorities in Bertin are 
and have been fully cognizant of what 
has been going on.

The action in 
such cages always is to disavow any con- 
nection whatever with the spy and re- 
pudiate him completely. These disavow- 
als deceive no one, but are Stil accepted 
by other governments to the extent that 
no compliant is made against the govern- 
ment by which the spy was employed. 

It is not doubted that ir Germany ac- 
cordingly disavows all knowledge of the 
fact that American passports were being 
forged by its agents and gives aseurances 
that it will take steps to prevent its 
agents committing such offenses, the 
matter will end there provided there are 
no further cases of the sort.
